For His Birthday 


Berlin, April 20 (IP)—Adolf H it­ 
ler prou dly showed off m ammoth 
new ty pes of long range air de­ 
fense gu ns u nder the k een ey es 
of the world’s m ilitary observ ers 
today as part of Germ any ’s cele­ 
bration of his 50th birthday . 
The artillery obv iou sly awed 
the observ ers from abroad. There 
were no real clu es as to the cali­ 
bers of the gigantic new weap­ 
ons. 
G reat em phasis was placed on 
the ex tensiv eness of arm y air 
defense u nits. 
The heav y artillery of the air 
force inclu des ty pes of gu ns nev ­ 
er seen pu blicly before in Berlin. 
Au thorities enforced strict orders 
against photographing them. 
So large were some of the 
weapons tha t fou r tru ck s were 
assigned to carry the parts of 
each, one tru ck transporting the 
barrel.

New York , April 20 (IP) — A 
complete shu tdown of the na- 
ion’s soft coal mines on May 5, 
u nless a new contract is signed 
before tha t date, has been order­ 
ed by the United Mine Work ers. 
The order, climax ing a six - 
week s’ deadlock in negotiations 
between the u nion and operators 
or the eight-state Appalachian 
area, theatened to pu ll 125,000 
men from bitu m inou s work ings 
n 13 states. Approx imately 350,- 
000 hav e been idle in the Appa- 
achian region and in Alabama 
since the old two-y ear contract 
died April 1. 
CIO Chairm an John L. Lewis, 
who heads the Mine Work ers, 
also has said he wou ld call ou t 
100,000 
anthracite 
miners, 
if 
necessary to force an agreem ent. 
This wou ld leav e 58 5,000 m iners 
die and increase the growing 
menace of a national coal short­ 
age. 
Lewis and other u nion leaders 
began conferring two day s ago 
with hard coal operators for a 
new contract to replace 
the 
three-y ear anthracite indu stry 
agreem ent which ex pires April 
30. 
His action in the bitu m inou s 
dispu te came in the form of an 
order to district leaders in the 13 
ou tly ing states to giv e operators 
the 15 day s’ notice req u ired be­ 
fore closing the mines. 
T he , contract 
for 
the 
Ap­ 
palachian states, where 7 0 per 
cent of the soft coal is mined, 
is basic for the indu stry . Since 
April 1 bitu m inou s m iners in the 
non-A ppalachian 
states hav e 
work ed u nder tem porary agree­ 
m ents pending the ou tcome of 
negotiations here.

II Du ce su ggested Italy m ight 
not m ak e any other reply to 
Roosev elt’s message of last S at­ 
u rday than the indirect one he 
made today in a speech rev iew­ 
ing the progress of preparations 
for Rome’s 19 42 world ex position. 
Bu t he said tha t w hether or 
not a reply was sent, he desired 
to reaffirm tha t “the policy of 
Rome and tha t of the ax is is a 
policy inspired by criterions of 
peace and collaboration.” 
Mu ssolini opened his speech, 
responding to Roosev elt’s appeal 
for a sy stem of 10-y ear non­ 
aggression gu arantees by Italy 
and Germ any to 31 nations to 
be followed by a disarm am ent 
and economic conference, on a 
note of q u iet irony . 
He said the meeting, which 
took place in Ju liu s Caesar hall 
of the capitol, was “the first act 
of a great mobilization.” 
“Let not,” he continu ed, “the 
few, the many , the too m any 
who bey ond the frontier aban­ 
don themselv es to hy steria be­ 
come alarm ed a t the sou nd of 
this word. It refers to a civ il, 
pacific 
mobilization 
w ithou t 
arm s.” 
Referring both to Roosev elt’s 
message and to the press reac­ 
tion which it inspired in m any 
cou ntries, II Du ce said: 
“We do not allow i ou rselv es to 
be impressed by newspaper cam ­ 
paigns, or conv iv ial v ociferations, 
or by Messiah-lik e messages, be­ 
cau se we hav e a tranq u il m ind 
and both the m en and m eans of 
defending the peace of all, along 
with ou r own.” 
He term ed “absu rd” the pro­ 
posal for “reciprocal gu arantees 
for ten y ears which do not tak e 
into consideration the py ram idal 
errors of geography into which 
indiv idu als hav e fallen who hav e

VINES HOOKED TO RADIO 
AERIAL OEM) TOMATOES 


By the AP Feature Service 
Sacramento, Calif.—Archibald 
Dickson can lean out the second 
story window of his tfome and 
pick tomatoes. He says the vine 
grows that tall and yields heav­ 
ily because of a mysterious wir­ 
ing system. 
Dickson, 
using 
brass 
tacks, 
connects a common radio aerial 
to crotches of plants. And at 
each end of the vegetable bed he 
sinks a metal cylinder—he calls 
it an accumulator. These, too, 
he connects to the plants with 
wires. 
No current is connected to the 
system, and Dickson says he has 
done no fertilizing or other forc­ 
ing. He won’t tell what’s in the 
cylinders, a p p a r e n t l y water 
tight, but says their purpose is 
purely electrical. 
J ust what, if anything, the 
plants get from the wires a t­ 
tached to them, Dickson says he 
doesn’t know. “ It could be some­ 
thing 
originating 
with 
radio 
broadcasts,” he says, “ but I do 
not think so. I think I’ve stum­ 
bled on something new.” 
For his first experiment he put 
two sets of tomato plants side 
by side in identical soil. Those 
grown normally rose to five feet 
and averaged 14 tomatoes a vine. 
Dickson says he plucked 60 to­ 
matoes from the wired vines— 
which grew 11 feet tall. 
Then he took two fig trees— 
part of a shipment he said a 
commercial nurseryman had dis­ 
carded as dead. With his elec­ 
trical gadgets attached, they’re 
now flourishing in his yard. 
The retired business college 
operator makes no claims except 
to state what he has done and 
point to results. 
Four state and county agri­ 
cultural experts have looked over 
his work. They declined to take 
a stand one, way or another.

Considerable importance was 
attached here to the latter meet­ 
ing because of an ex change of 
mutual aid pledges between Po­ 
land and France and Britain. 
(Poland worked closely with 
Hungary in attaining a common 
frontier by the latter’s annex a­ 
tion of Carpatho-Ukraine in the 
final partition of Czecho-Slo- 
vakia. London reports have said 
Poland was seeking Hungary ad­ 
herence to the French-British 
front.) 
Count Ciano arranged to fly to 
Venice Saturday for a two-day 
meeting with the Yugoslav for­ 
eign minister, Cinca-Markovich, 
Some Rome diplomats pointed 
oht a Hungarian-Yugoslav non­ 
aggression pact probably would 
deal a final blow to the little 
entente which was formed by 
Czecho-Slovakia and Rumania 
largely for protection against 
Hungarian claims for territorial 
revision. 
It also might loosen her ties 
with the Balkan entente com­ 
posed af Yugoslavia, Rumania, 
Greece and Turkey .

INSECTS SWING 
ANNUAL ATTACK ON 
CROPS IN FIR NEST 


Denver, April 20 (A3) — Crop- 
hungry grasshoppers and Mor­ 
mon crickets, which robbed west­ 
ern farmers of an estimated 
$8 3,400,000 
last 
y ear, 
plagued 
three far western areas today 
while cool weather delay ed their 
19 39 attack elsewhere in the 
West. 
More amply warned than in 
the past two y ears, farmers in 
nearly all western states have 
organized to wage a poison cam­ 
paign against the insects along 
the same lines that saved an 
estimated $17 6,000,000 worth of 
crops last y ear. 
The first great horde of ’hop­ 
pers to erupt from egg pods de­ 
posited in the soil last y ear mov­ 
ed along a 35-mile front today 
in the southwestern corner of 
California’s rich San J oaquin 
valley . 
Poison bran was being spread 
to head off the crawling insects 
from rich stands of grain, cot­ 
ton, sugar beets and olives. 
In eastern Oregon, the De­ 
schutes river failed to halt the 
march of swarms of Mormon 
crickets that threatened to move 
from the Warm Springs Indian 
reservation into richer farming 
country . 
The 
crickets 
moved 
across 
more 
than 
55 
square 
miles. 
Another Mormon cricket inva­ 
sion swept toward the residen­ 
tial districts of Elko, Nev., de­ 
spite the erection of galvanized 
iron fences on the outskirts of 
the northeastern Nevada town. 
Weather conditions will deter­ 
mine to some ex tent the serious­ 
ness of the insect threat in the 
Rocky 
Mountain 
and 
Great 
Plains states. Cool, damp weath­ 
er at the hatching stage not only 
reduces the number of lioppers 
that survive, but also promotes 
the growth of weeds. Entomolo­ 
gists have found the y oung in­ 
sects will feed on weeds before 
they take the crops. 
The federal government has 
allocated $3,000,000 to the agri­ 
culture department to buy poi­ 
son 
for 
the 
19 39 
campaign 


against grasshoppers, Mormon 
crickets and white-fringed bee­ 
tles. 
Most western states help fi­ 
nance the mix ing of the poison 
with sawdust or bran to make 
the grasshopper “ bait” distrib­ 
uted to the farmers, who spread 
it at their own ex pense. Mor­ 
mon crickets are combatted with 
iron fences, oil-filled trenches, 
or “ dusting” with dry poison. 
New Mex ico, Colorado, Wy om­ 
ing and Montana are prepared 
for a recurrence of last y ear’s 
serious infestations. Kansas, Ok­ 
lahoma and Nebraska are ex ­ 
pecting less severe attacks from 
the insects, and it is too early to 
predict what is in store for North 
and South Dakota. 
Indications are that the Red 
River valley will be the most se­ 
riously attacked area in Minne­ 


sota. Cold weather retarded the 
hatching of Mormon crickets in 
Utah.

360,130 
western 
farmers used 
132,8 65 tons of 
grasshopper bait on 28 ,58 8 ,328 
acres, thus protecting an addi­ 
tional 51,655,8 01 acres — in all an 
area greater than that of Italy .

The emotional fringe that is enthusiastic in its 
praise of President Roosevelt’s eager espousal of 
Wilsonian internationalism should not bet too 
heavily on this nation’s imminent participation 
in any mass slaughter that may be started in 
Europe. 
The American people were burned once by the 
policy of meddling in other nations’ affairs and 
q uarrels, and they have not forgotten. They have 
not forgotten either that Mr. Roosevelt would 
like to have a third term in the White House in 
the worst possible way , and that he needs an 
emotional issue. 
However, the President’s role in war-making is 
a minor one, except as he can use the power of 
his office to spread propaganda. The war-making 
power is properly invested in congress, and it is 
to y our congressmen in house and senate that 
y our protest against entanglement in a new holo­ 
caust be registered, and at once. 
The United States will not enter into any war 
th at is started so long as congressmen are cer­ 
tain that the American people are opposed to 
such a step. Powerful pressure will be brought 
to play on congress by the jingoes who will try 
every means at their disposal to drag this nation 
in. Be just as persistent in letting y our congress­ 
men know — now and freq uently in the future — 
that y ou are opposed to war! 
The President, according, to Washington dis­ 
patches, is anxious th at his latest “initiative” 
not be regarded as mediation. But how is it pos­ 
sible to limit his role to that of a post office, a 
telegraph office, a mere transm itting agent? Im ­ 
plicit in his q uestions to Hitler and Mussolini is 
a condemnation of their whole course of expan­ 
sion under the force of arms. Their answer is 
almost bound to be negative. Such is the nature 
and essence of dictatorship. 
Limitation of armaments and opening of world 
trade, in the discussion of which the United 
States would participate, are well enough, but on 
the vital issue, the issue that goes to the heart 
of Europe’s difficulties, the issue of revision of 
boundaries and redistribution of territories, the 
United States remains aloof. It was burned once 
— at Paris — and to this still tender area even 
Mr. Roosevelt applies the isolationist salve. 
If the President’s req uest for a guarantee of 


peace is countered with a proposition for a “po­ 
litical” conference, or if it is denied, what wiU 
then be his position? Is the United States then 
prepared to sit q uiescent while the engine of 
force gets up a new head of steam and proceeds 
to roll across Europe? Our own fleet is rolling 
down to Panama and to the Pacific. Isolation, in 
short, is a dead issue as far as the executive 
initiative is concerned. Nothing that Woodrow 
Wilson did, in his futile effort to hold even the 
scales of justice between 19 14 and 19 17, eq uals 
the interventionist policies of his Democratic 
successor. 
Mr. Roosevelt has assumed in one week-end 
the position that it took Mr. Wilson three y ears 
to reach! 
But the American people, while opposing ruth­ 
less violation of the integrity of small nations, 
also look with disfavor upon entering another 
war on foreign soil. “Millions for defense, but 
not one cent, or one life, for another moralist 
junket” is the slogan of the American people, and 
all the jingoism that can be spread under high- 
sounding phrases will not sell America down the 
road to war this time. 
Contact y our congressmen!

Shanghai, China (Æ*)—Out of 
the Sino-Japanese conflict Chi­ 
nese educators have coined a 
new Chinese phrase meaning 
“Universities on the march.” 
It describes the condition of 
China’s higher institutions 
of 
learning after fighting changed 
the educational map of China. 
Before the start of the Sino- 
Japanese war there were 114 un­ 
iversities and colleges—including 
fifteen major universities sup­ 
ported by the Chinese Govern­ 
ment—training 
Chinese 
men 
and women leaders of the future. 
During the fighting 54 of those 
schools have been destroy ed by 
aerial bombs, artillery bombard­ 
ment, or fire, and 82 have been 
forced to move, faculties and stu­ 
dents moving out just ahead of 
the incoming Japanese invaders. 
Many of the buildings left be­ 
hind have been occupied by Jap­ 
anese military forces and con­ 
verted to military use.

through congress, the adminis­ 
tration took two steps today in­ 
tended to demonstrate govern- 
ment-business harmony. 
1. President Roosevelt accept­ 
ed an invitation to address a 
forum of the American Retail 
Federation here May 22. Feder­ 
ation officers said the meeting 
would provide the first oppor­ 
tunity for men representing the 
the entire field of retail dis­ 
tribution 
to 
discuss 
common 
problems. 
2. Secretary of Commerce Hop­ 
kins disclosed that an industri­ 
al market survey covering more 
than 3,000 counties will be com­ 
pleted this summer. The report, 
requested by the National Indus­ 
trial Advertisers Association, will 
contain 
figures 
on 
industrial 
production, employment, value 
of products, cost of material 
for fuel and power and mining 
data. 
Of the business proposals now 
before congress, only one—pro­ 
posed revision of the Wagner la­ 
bor relations act — is arousing 
major controversy. Final action 
at this session is generally con­ 
sidered 
doubtful, 
for 
Senate 
Leader Barkley (D- Ky) omitted 
it from his request of “desir­ 
able” legislation. 
Business men and the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor, are 
seeking modifications in the law, 
over the objections of the labor

change. The senate labor coip- 
mittee began its second week of 
hearings on the proposals today, 
and a house committee also has 
decided to hold hearings. 
In contrast to the fight over 
the Wagner act, there has been 
little argument over modifica­ 
tions of the wage-hour law pro­ 
posed by its administrator, El­ 
mer F. Andrews. 
Chairman Thomas * (D-Utah) 
of the senate labor committee 
predicted that non-controversial 
amendments, such as exemption 
of white-collar workers from the 
hour provisions of the law, would 
be approved at this session. 
Suggestions for revising the 
social security program also are 
being considered. These would 
broaden the scope of the act, 
but would make various changes 
in the financial set-up as an aid 
to business men. 
A bill by Senator Byrnes (D- 
SC), which the senate will de­ 
bate Wednesday, would consoli­ 
date existing relief agencies into 
a new public works bureau and 
would 
expand 
social 
security 
benefits to the unemployed, the 
handicapped and the blind. A 
house 
committee 
is 
studying 
proposals to bring more workers 
under the social security pro­ 
gram and to start old age pen­ 
sion payments in 1940 instead 
of 1942. 
The question of revising busi­ 
ness 
taxes 
probably 
will 
be 
considered by the house ways 
and means committee after the 
proposed amendments to the so­ 
cial security act are out of the 
way. 
Although some administration 
officials have expressed opposi­ 
tion to any general tax revision, 
members of the senate finance 
committee are preparing to ease 
existing levies on industry. 
A minor phase of the broad 
problem of financial aid for the 
railroads came before the house 
today. It was a bill to let cer­ 
tain roads negotiate postpone­ 
ment or modification of their fi­ 
nancial obligations if 25 per cent 
of their creditors approve. Help 
for the industry as a whole is 
under investigation by senate 
and house committees.

THE DANDELION 
People become Dandelion con­ 
sciou s at abou t the age of three. 
W hat little y ou ngster u pon first 
v entu ring into the y ard on a 
bright spring morning has not 
toddled joy fu lly back into the 
hou se with a gorgeou s bou q u et 
of 
beau tifu l, 
y ellow 
flowers 
which seemed to be growing ev ­ 
ery where? T hat early adm iration 
later tu rns to consternation. 
Man seems not to hav e made 
the slightest inroads u pon the an­ 
nu al crop of Dandelions. 
The 
weed is downright insolent. Bot­ 
anists tell u s tha t wherev er civ il­ 
ized m an has established himself 
he has carried and sown this 
weed. Once in the soil, it can be 
depended 
u pon 
to 
hold 
on. 
Drou th doesn’t affect it becau se 
the large, fleshy root driv es deep­ 
ly into the soil, sometimes to a 
depth of 20 inches. Cu tting the 
crowns from the roots will not 
kill this pest as it will many 
deep-rooted species. Any part of 
the root will sprou t leav es and 
make a plant if bu ried in warm, 
moist soil. 
The Dandelion is a perennial 
and propagates by seeds. It will 
bloom at all m onths of the y ear 
when w eather is not at the freez­ 
ing point. Of cou rse, it is most 
abu ndant in the spring. 
The 
seeds are ready for dispersal 
within three weeks after the u n­ 
folding of the flower. The para­ 
chu te-like eq u ipment for spread­ 
ing the seeds to the fou r winds is 
well known. 
On a small area it is cu stomary 
to attack Dandelions indiv idu al­ 
ly . Where a large area is infested, 
su ppressing with chemicals 
is 
more practical. Cu tting of the 
blossoms to prev ent seed from 
m atu ring is another measu re of 
control applicable to either large 
or small areas. 
The most commonly u sed flu id 
for injecting into the plant is 
gasoline. There are a nu mber of 
plu nger-ty pe appliances on the 
market. By this plan the flu id is 
sq u irted into the crown of the 
plant. No stooping is inv olv ed. 
One woman say s she dips her 
ice pick into gasoline then pierc­ 
es the crown of the dandelion for 
a su re kill. O ther ex term inators 
su ggested are salt, hy drochloric 
acid, iron su lfate, kerosene and 
arsenic acid.

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Girls Find It Pays To Yell

New York—Almost all women 
scream but only a few make a 
living out of it. 
These aren’t women who just 
cut liise under the inspiration of 
temperment or threat of physi­ 
cal harm, either. They scream 
to order. They’re radio’s pro­ 
fessional screamers and at a 
moment’s notice they can come 
through with anything from a 
newborn baby’s whimper to the 
jungle-shattering screech of a 
maiden about to be embraced by 
a boa constrictor. 
The broadcasting companies 
have a number of these profes­ 
sional screamers listed in their 
files. Hardly ever does a script 
come in on a melodrama, mys­ 
tery or detective serial, or dram­ 
atized crime news, that doesn’t 
call for the services of one or 
more of them. In a half-hour 
program, they may appear only 
once, and that for less than 15 
seconds, but the shortness of the 
act in no way cuts its import­ 
ance. 
Madeleine Pierce, one of NBC’s 
most versatile screamers, was 
once paid $75 for a very special 
little “gurgling scream” that did 
not take five seconds. 
Janice Gilbert, only 16 years 
old, is the official screamer for 
six New York advertising agen­ 
cies. She specializes in screams 
of children and adolescents. 
Alice Rineheart, an actress of 
some note who has scored in 
several Broadway plays, is an­ 
other of NBC’s altissimo scream­ 
ers. Whenever the script calls 
for Miss Rineheart to cut loose, 
the 
engineers 
come 
running. 
Her technique is unusual. She 
c r o u c,h e s for the take-off, 


straightens up as the tone rises. 
As her mouth approaches the 
mike, Miss Rineheart turns side­ 
ways, sends her scream ripping 
into vocal chord 
stratosphere. 
The studio sound needle hits 60 
decibles—absolute tops. In the 
control booth, the engineer is 
working furiously, for 30 decibles 
is peak load for the transmitter 
and connecting telephone lines. 
Anything above that results in 
distortion. By sound control, the 
scream must be held at peak 
load. 
Among the screamers who can 
strike terror into the heart and 
start the goose pimples rippling 
from ankle to ears, one of the 
best is Charlotte Manson. How 
did she learn to do it? 
“I just went off in the woods 
by myself and practiced. When 
every living thing for a mile 
around had disappeared, I knew 
I was okay,” she says. 
The art of screaming is a m at­ 
ter of range, control and per­ 
sonality. 
Miss Rineheart says 
she has a range of three and a 
half octaves, can reach 10 tones 
above high C in a screech. 
As for control and personal­ 
ity, proof that the screamers 
have both is evident in that all 
have acting jobs as well. Miss 
Gilbert has the juvenile lead in 
four current radio programs. 
Miss Pierce is one of radio’s out­ 
standing child and baby imitat­ 
ors. Miss Manson is on acting 
assignments almost daily. 
But all of them are proud of 
the fact that they scream for 
their supper—and get breakfast 
and lunch out of it, too.

HUNTING TROPHIES 
USED SUCCESSFULLY 
IN BONE GRAFTING 


London (/P) — Walrus tusks, 
antlers and other hunting tro­ 
phies are being successfully used 
by doctors to patch broken bones 
according 
to 
Doctor 
Ernest 
Groves, a Bristol surgeon. 
He explained in the “Lancet” 
how trophies grafted to diseased 
bones are completely absorbed 
and replaced by human bones. 
In 1922 he planted into a deep 
cavity in a boy’s thigh-bone, a 
piece of ivory from a walrus 
tusk. 
He said an X-ray examination 
in 1939 revealed that the ivory 
graft had become covered with 
a deposit of bone. 
Doctor Groves used a portion 
of a stag’s antler to mend the 
broken thigh-bone of a 45-year- 
old woman. Three years later 
the antler cutting had been com­ 
pletely absorbed by new human 
bone.
